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INTRODUCTION 



Library Instruction Programs 1973: a Wisconsin Directory is a project of the 
Wisconsin Association of Academic Librarians' Task Force on Instruction in Academic 
Libraries. 1 It revises and updates information contained in a 1973 publication on 
instruction programs in Wisconsin academic libraries. In addition, descriptions of 
instruction programs in school and public libraries have been included. 

The purpose of the directory is to provide information about vhat instruction 
methods and materials are being utilized by which Wisconsin libraries. By being 
able to draw on the experience of librarians of institutions of similar size and 
type, instruction librarians should be able to anticipate pitfalls inherent in 
using specific methods and materials. Higher quality programs should emerge as 
the increased sharing of information, materials, and experience becomes possible. 

DATA COLLECTION 

The data presented were collected during Marc* and April, 1975. The instru- 
ment used was a slightly modified version of -the Project LOEX 2 questionnaire (see 
Appendix 2) deveioJe*a-<ISpSfe l#l nationally with academic libraries. The question- 
naires were mailed to 80 academic libraries, 337 public libraries and 1,333 school 
libraries (including both public and private schools). Responses were received 
from 6l academic libraries, 58 public libraries, and 331 school libraries.

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DATA COMPILATION 

To eliminate needless hours of work and reduce the chances for error, the 
data from the returned questionnaires were carefully selected and coded onto 
data processing coding forms. From the forms the information was keypunched, onto 
cards and then transferred to magnetic tape. The tape was run on the IBM*' 3TO-135 
computer using the Data Analyzer, a G'/eralized Report Generator Program. The 
program selected and printed the desired data for the Directory. 

DATA ORGANIZATION 

The body of the Directory is divided into three sections: Academic Libraries, 
Public Libraries and School Libraries. Because of the questionnaire inadequacies, 
the data for public libraries could not be organized into a directory format. In- 
stead, a descriptive essay summarizing the state of library instruction in Wisconsin 
public libraries is provided. The academic and school library sections are divi4ed 
into two parts: a) a LISTING of libraries; b) an INDEX. The LISTING is arranged 
^alphabetically by the name of the institution and each&nstitution is numbered for 
indexing purposes. Each LISTING contains the following information: address of 
institution; person responsible for instruction program; demographic information; 
and specific characteristics of the program. 3 

Each INDEX is arranged in order of instructional activity as follows: 

1. Levels given orientation-instruction; 

2. Academic subject areas given instruction; 

3. Instructional methods used J

siderably more data than others; therefore, variations exist in the information 
listed under each institution. There were alscr variations between academic and 
school libraries in the following areas: academic subject areas in which instruction 
is given; levels to whom instruction is given and evaluation of instruction pro- 
grams.

The results of the questionnaire show that formal library instruction 
programs are non-existent in most public libraries ?p Wisconsin. Instruction 
is, as indicated in the opening quote, only a part of the total services 
offered. However, there is & great amount of interest in tlie concept of in- 
struction as it relates to public service. 'Public libraries are intensely 
interested in meeting the needs of their clients and improving service 'when- 
ever possible. Formal instruction is just not one of the main objectives . 
of these libraries whose functions are oriented more toward providing spe- 
cif ic information when it Is neededand toward readers 1 advisory services. 

- The public relations program of public libraries often absorbs aspects 
of instruction. Through this program, most libraries use such, standard 
methods of orientation as posters,: newspaper articles, book talks, and special 
sessions to patrons on request. 

c 

In the adult services area, one-to-one instruction sessions are most 
common. This interaction occurs at the reference desk and at the point of 
use; its purpose is to assist patrons in using that specific literary* s re- 
sources and services. Forrest Mills" of Racine Public Library refers to this 
as n ad hoc individual instruction in use of the catalog, indexes, and other 
reference sources."' He further suggests that ^Jthe reference transaction it- 
self offers frequent opportunities to assist the inquirer in techniques that 
may prove helpful in focusing future questions."

Tours on request to school and community groups, emphasizing the physical 
layout of the library, use of the card catalog, and standard reference tools 
such as Readers 1 Guide and business directories are standard to most libraries. 
In addition, most libraries responding to the questionnaire prepare extensive 
printed guides and subject bibliographies as veil as topical displays to intro- 
duce their patrons to library services. 

Children's Departments offer the best examples of any kind of for mal ized 
program. Many librarians include story hours and puppet shows in their defi- 
nition of instruction. Some children's departments, in addition to interesting 
children in library resources-, instruct them briefly on basic library use such 
as checking out materials and using the card catalog. Many libraries work with 
the public schools in giving instruction to elementary school children, 

Where formal instruction does exist , the programs differ from those found 
in school or academic* libraries, Platteville Public Library, for example, 
works with the Department of Library Education at the University of Wisconsin- 
Platteville to provide laboratory practice for UW-Platteville students, Sauk 
County Library sponsors institutes, workshops and UW-Extension courses, and 
works with Educational Telephone Network, Carleton A. - Friday Memorial Library 
(New Richmond) works with ETK on continuing education for librarians through 
courses on copyright, current novels, etc. Oak Creek Public Library conducts 
4 class for preschoolers designed to develop reading readiness, extend listen- 
ing skills, and encourage a real desire to read. 

Thus, responses to the questionnaire indicate that whi" ■& public libraries 
are concerned with formal instruction, they do not perceive it as a separate, 
distinct goal for their operations. The concept is integrated into their total 
philosophy of service to clients, a philosophy which begins at a different 
source and moves in a different direction from that of school and academic 



libraries. This is not surprising. The important point is the implication 
for scnool and academic libraries.

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WISCONSIN ASSOCIATION OF ACADEMIC LIBRARIANS'

A unique and exciting experiment in library cooperation was begun in Wisconsin 
as a result of the enthusiasm generated by a Wisconsin Association of Academic Li- 
brarians' workshop on library instruction held in December, 1972. At that time a

statewide Task Force on Instruction in Academic Libraries vas appointed. The pur- 
pose of the group was to provide opportunities for academic librarians to share 
materials, ideas and expediences gained in library instruction. 

The original task force was made up of six members who were given the re- 
sponsibility for developing a- program proposal for statewide cooperation in the 
area of library instruction. The program which the group developed was as follows: 

I . Main Goals : COMMUNICATION AND PRACTICALITY 
II. Means of reaching goals: 

A. A directory of library instructional programs in Wisconsin to be edited 
by the task force. 

B. LIBRARY INSTRUCTION NEWS COMMUNIQUES y LIMC ) - a newsletter to be issued 
for all members of WAAL which will contain: 

1. Notes or articles on Wisconsin instructional programs throughout 
their various stages of development. 

2. Notes or articles on materials developed or collected by libraries 
in Wisconsin. 

3. Notes or articles reviewing recently issued commercial materials 
* on instruction. 

h. Brief bibliographies on instructional topics. 

C. REGIONAL clustering of ( academic libraries - dividing all academic librar- 
ies into six regional clusters of 10-15 libraries which will be served. - 
by one task force member each through the following: 

1. Regional meetings. 
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2. Personal visits. Each task force member shall spend three days per 
year visiting academic libraries in an assigned region. 

3. Telephone 'vis its. Each task force member shall minimally be expected 
to contact all libraries within an assigned region at least three 
times per year. 

The above would provide the information for the directory and LINC and 
would allows the task force ir ember and the host library maximal opportunity 
for information exchange. 

D. Periodic statewide workshops which might be planned by the task force in 
conjunction -with WAAL and which would take place only as frequently as 
needed. 

Duties an i Structure of the Task Force: 

A. The task force should be made up of six members appointed for one-year 
terms by the President of WAAL. 

B. One member of the task force should be appointed Chairperson and as such 
would serve to: 

1. Ce-J.1 all rceetings of the task force. 

2. Coordinate task force activities. 

3- Serve as editor of the directory and LINC. 



5. Present the results of task force activities and evaluation each 
spring to the annual WAAL meeting. 

C, The major duty of the task force would be to foster communication on library 
instruction through the means enumerated in Section II. 

D. Other duties would be to: 

1. Evaluate yearly the task force goals and operations and make appropriate 
recommendations for changes or action to the Spring meeting of WAAL.. 

2. Form a communication link between Wisconsin academic libraries and 
other instructional systems, such as the Project LOEX at Eastern 
Michigan University. 

3. Keep projects of special interest- oi special developments in the area 
of library instruction in Wisconsin in the national limelight by pre- 
paring frequent newsnotes or articles for national publications like 
LIBRARY JOURNAL, RQ OR LEARNING TODAY . 



Maintain copies of all records and materials collected by the task 
force. 
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IV* Financial Support ; 

A. The directory should be self supporting. The task force shall he re- 
sponsible for its preparation and WLA shall be responsible for its 
publication and distribution. 

B. LINC should be funded through WAAL and mailed to all WAAL members as 
veil as all academic libraries in Wisconsin. 

C. All regional meetings sliall be the financial responsibility of all 
participants and host libraries. 

D. Task force visits to individual libraries shall be funded jointly by 
WAAL, other interested WLA Sections, and home library of the task force 
member . 

E. The telephone and mailing costs (these should- be nominal) involved in 
the completi n of task force duties should be paid for by the home li- 
brary of each task force member. 

The WAAL financial outlay for the first year (April, 1973 to April, 197k) of 
Task Force operation under the program amounted to $3<X\ The accomplishments of 
the Task Force included: 

1. Nine regional workshops were held with each of the six regions meeting 
at least once during the year. 

2. A directory, Library Instruction Programs : A Wisconsin Directory , was 
completed and distributed to all of the academic libraries in the state. 
Libraries in all post-secondary schools in Wisconsin were contacted for 
information and approximately 150 hours were required to complete the 
directory. 

3. Three issues of LINC were duplicated and distributed to all members of 
WAAL, all academic libraries in Wisconsin, and selected individuals 

{ outside Wisconsin who request copies. 

k. A series of meetings were held by Region 3 (University of Wisconsin- 
Madison Area) to explore the possibility of regional cooperation in the 
development of instructional materials. Library "Road Maps" or guides 
on how to find information on a specific topic were the medium under 
investigation. A guide on how-to produce "Road Maps", a worksheet list- 
ing basic sources to be used in the preparation of "Road Maps", and a 
list of subjects for development were produced. 

Response to the first year activities . of the 'task force was very enthusiastic. 
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The small regional meetings were well attended and reports indicated that a great 
deal was learned in this environment. LINC and the instruction directory were 
successful in providing communication. Requests for materials and activities 
listed in both were extensive. The cost of producing these publications was also 
minimal (roughly So.50 to print and distribute the directory and $0.k0 for each 
individual issue of LINC ) which was in keeping with the original goals of the 
program. \ 

The second year of the program which has extended to 18 months (April, I97U 
to October, 1975} began with Task Force members investigating the following 

1. The development of a distribution system for print and non-Print mate- 
rials produced by libraries in the state. This is especially true for 
items produced as the result of outside funding or for items produced 
as the result of regional programs. 

2. The creation - f credit institutes, statewide group working sessions, 
or special committees to develop specific instructional materials for 
use throughout the state. 

3. The development of two or three regularly scheduled workshops for each 
region in the state. These workshops would be teaching, and working 
sessions to increase instruction skills. 

An examination of these possibilities led to a restatement of the goal of 

the task force, i.e., "to provide avenues of complication for academic librarians 

working in library instruction for the purpose of sharing ideas, materials, and 

experiences and to the following activities for 197^-75: 

1. Produce a directory of library instruction programs for all types of 
libraries. 

. Produce and distribute three newsletters. 

3. dollect examples of library instruction materials from as many academic 
libraries as possible and place these materials on deposit at LOEX. 
(These will then be available for a traveling exhibit or Interlibrary 
Loan. ) 

U. Subsidizing the production and distribution of library instruction kits 
developed by subcommittees of Lhe Task Force. 
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5. jfconsor a state-wide workshop on instruction in conjunction with the fall 
WLA husiness meeting. j-oaj. 

Funding needs for the Task Force were projected to he $1,00. for general 
activities, plus activities 2 through ft. Separate funds were made availahle for 
Number 1, the production of a directory (#500.), and Number 5, a workshop ($300.). 

As of September 1, .1975, all projects were either completed or well on their 
way to completion. The directory of instruction programs has been sent to the 
printers and has been greatly expanded in scope and coverage. Two issues of LIHC 
have been distributed and a third is on the way. Examples of instruction materials 
from academic libraries across the state were collected and placed on deposit at 
Project LOEX. "Road Map" kits were produced and made available for $1.00 from 
UW-Madison. Finally, an instruction workshop designed to 

1. Provide information on current' bibliographic instruction programs; 

2. put Wisconsin librarians in contact with knowledgeable persons; 

3. review samples of printed materials, non-print materials, and exercises 
ior strengths and weaknesses; and 

h. provide infoimation about the problems of developing print materials 
non-print materials, exercises, and lectures 

has been planned for October, 1975. 

•With the sponsorship of the October Library Instruction Workshop, the WAAL 
Task Force on Instruction in Academic Libraries will have come full circle in its 
activities. At that time, activities of a general nature intended for librarians 
who are Just becoming involved should be limited and very specific programs should 
be developed for librarians more advanced in their approach. to instruction. This 
may limit or even eliminate the appeal of the Task Force. Cooperative projects 
and advanced workshops in instruction techniques may not be appealing to instruction 
librarians or may not be practical given the funding situation for most programs of 
this type in academic libraries. 
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Another direction which may b-j explored is + ,he expansion of the task force 
. free a strictly academic project to a project of xhe entire Wisconsin Library 
Association.
